‘Major Leap' Seen in Giffords’ Progress 


Doctors’ optimism 
continues to grow 
for congresswoman 

Tucson, Ariz. 

Doctors treating Rep. Gabrielle 
Giffords said Thursday she has 
reached “a major milestone” med- 
ically with her ability to open her 
eyes and seemingly respond to her 
surroundings as she recovers from 
a gunshot wound to the head. 

In a news conference at Uni- 


versity Medical Center in Tucson, 
the doctors said they were pleased 
that Giffords, D-Ariz., opened her 
unbandaged left eye Wednesday 
night in response to the presence 
of friends from Congress. 

Dr. Michael Lemole, the chief 
neurosurgeon, and Peter Rhee, the 
head of emergency care, said Gif- 
fords has also been able to sit on 
the edge of her bed and dangle her 
legs over the side, move her arms 
and legs, and open her eyes. 

“This is a major leap forward,” 
Lemole said. “This is a major mile- 


stone for her, and we’re hoping she 
crosses through many more.” 

Rhee said the congresswoman 
was keeping her eyes open Thurs- 
day morning for 10 to 15 minutes 
at a time. 

“She’s starting to become 
aware of her surroundings,” Lem- 
ole said. “And that’s a very impor- 
tant step.” 

Giffords, who remains in criti- 
cal condition, was shot through the 
left side of her skull with a 9mm 
bullet and is one of five wounded 
patients who were still at the hos-

Six people were killed and 13 
were wounded when a gunman 
opened fire Saturday as Giffords was 
holding an event at a Tucson super- 
market. The suspect, Jared Lough- 
ner, 22, has been charged with mur- 
der and attempted murder. 

Despite her progress, doctors 
remain concerned about such pos- 
sible setbacks as blood clots and 
pneumonia. 

“Going forward, we want to 
make sure she doesn’t backslide,” 
Lemole said, (the Washington post)

Federal health regulators are limit- 
ing a key ingredient found in Vico- 
din, Percocet and other prescription 
painkillers that have been linked 
to thousands of cases of liver dam- 
age each year. 

The Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration said Thursday it will cap 
the amount of acetaminophen in 
the drugs at 325 milligrams per 
capsule. Current products contain 
doses of up to 700 milligrams. 

Acetaminophen is a ubiqui- 
tous pain reliever found in Tyle- 
nol, Nyquil and thousands of other 
medicines used to treat headaches, 
fevers and sore throats. The ingre- 
dient is also used at larger doses 
in prescription combination drugs

Heavy Flooding in Brazil Kills 381 


At least 50 people 
missing after waters 
decimate 3 towns 

Eresopolis, Brazil 

Walls of earth and water swept 
away homes in the mountains 
north of Rio de Janeiro, wiping 
out families and leaving survivors 
scrambling Thursday to reach still- 
trapped neighbors. 

At least 381 people died in three 
Rio state towns after slides hit at 
about 3 a.m. Wednesday, and at 
least 50 people were still missing, 
officials said. Another 37 people 
had already died in floods and 
slides since Christmas in south- 
eastern Brazil. 

A tremendous rumble awoke 
Geisa Carvalho and her mother, 
Vania Ramos, as tons of earth slid 
down a sheer granite rock face onto 
their neighborhood. The power 
was out, but by lightning flashes 
they could see a torrent of mud and 
water rushing just a few feet from 
their home — and the remnants of 
their neighbors’ houses that were 
swept far down a hill.

Flooding and mudslides are 
common in Brazil when the sum- 
mer rains come, but this week’s 
slides were among the worst in 
recent memory. The disasters undu- 
ly punish the poor, who often live 
in rickety shacks perched perilous- 
ly on steep hillsides. 

Morgues in the cities were full, 
and bodies covered in blankets were 
laid out in streets. Officials said the 
area hit by slides had seen 10 inches 
of rain in less than 24 hours. More 
rain is forecast through the week- 
end.

Tunisian President Faces Riots 


Deadly clashes rise 
as leader implies he’ll 
step down in 2014 

Tunis, Tunisia 

Tunisia’s autocratic president, fac- 
ing deadly riots that have rocked 
his nation, ordered prices on food 
staples slashed and suggested he 
will leave the presidency — but not 
until 2014. 

President Zine El Abidine Ben 
Ali, in a televised speech Thursday 
night, also pledged to end Inter- 
net censorship and to open up the 
political playing field in a country 
where he has allowed little public 
criticism for the past 23 years. 


Protests Continue 

Pent-up anger at unemployment, 

and at a leadership many see as con- 
trolling and corrupt, has exploded 
into protests and clashes with police 
over the past few weeks. At least 23 
have been killed, possibly dozens 
more. A protester was fatally shot, 
and a journalist was hit in the leg by 
police gunfire Thursday as rioting 
youths clashed with authorities in 
Tunisia’s capital, witnesses said, (ap) 


The second day of violence in 
the heart of Tunis sharply esca- 
lated a conflict between protest- 
ers and an authoritarian govern- 
ment that appears more and more 


willing to use force to put down its 
greatest challenge in at least a gen- 
eration. Calling for a “cease-fire,” 
Ben Ali told his nation, “I have 
understood you.” 

He said: “I won’t accept that 
another drop of blood of a Tuni- 
sian be spilled.” He said he had 
issued orders to the interior minis- 
ter that no bullets be fired on pro- 
testers, unless security forces are 
under threat. 

Significantly, he said the 75-year 
age limit on presidential candidates 
should remain untouched. That 
would mean Ben Ali, who is 74 
and has never faced serious oppo- 
sition for the presidency, would not 
be able to run for a sixth term in 
2014.

All Eyes on Metro 

The blogger known as Unsuck gives voice to fellow riders' frustrations 


It was the constantly rolling 
eyes of fellow passengers on 
the Orange Line that inspired 
the launch of Unsuck DC 
Metro (Unsuckdcmetro.blog- 
spot.com). 

“I realized that instead of having 
two eyes on what was happening, 
I could have thousands,” says the 
federal employee behind the blog, 
which he started as simply a place 
for anyone to vent about disastrous 
commutes. But over the past two 
years, it’s evolved into the go-to 
spot for leaked documents, juicy 
details about the inner workings of 
the transit system and captivating 
rider stories — ranging from the 
hilarious to the horrific. 

Quite a few of the postings 
report bad employee behavior, 
including a driver texting while 
operating a train, a station man- 
ager sleeping on the job (literally) 
and a damning account of how 
maintenance personnel skip daily 
safety tests. That’s led to several 


threats, which is why the blogger 
feels more comfortable going by the 
name Unsuck. “I don’t know why I 
decided to be anonymous, but I’m 
glad I did,” he says, noting that his 
identity is known to the adminis- 
trative staff at Metro. 

What we can reveal about 
Unsuck is that he’s a former jour- 
nalist who runs the site — along 
with an incredibly prolific Twitter 
feed and Facebook page — entire- 
ly for fun. He doesn’t consider him- 
self on a mission: “Metro hasn’t 
unsucked one bit since I started.” 
And although he doesn’t hold the 
system in high regard, he’s happy to 
let people praise Metro on the site if 
they wish. But no one ever does. 

Unsuck never expected to get 
leaks, but the occasional drip has 
turned into a flood. The hottest 
scoop so far: that Metro knew about 
its escalator woes a month before 
one malfunctioned and injured more 
than a dozen riders. He’s developed 
enough inside sources to confirm 
the validity of the claims he receives. 


and he stands behind what he pub- 
lishes. “I’ve never had to put a cor- 
rection on there,” he says. 

That’s thanks to a lot of smart 
people who read the site and feed 
him information. Last week, he 
broke two stories that quickly 
dominated Metro news, and as he 
points out, both were due to read- 
ers. One was an account of a man 
getting beaten up at L’Enfant Plaza, 
which was quickly followed up by 
a statement from the Metro Tran- 
sit Police Department promising to 
increase patrols. The other, about 
employees routinely using tunnels 
as bathrooms, came to light because 
someone sent him an overlooked 
passage from a public document 
that detailed the practice. 

“Who would want to go through 
an inspector general’s report? Most 
of it’s pretty dry, although this was 
pretty wet,” jokes Unsuck, who’s 
been proved right. If you really 
want to flush out corruption and 
incompetence, nothing beats thou- 
sands of eyes, vicky hallett (express)

Metro Faces $72M Budget Gap 


Name Game 


Board considers sale 
of rail station naming

Washington 

Metro’s top executive presented 
a proposed operating budget of 
$1.4 billion for fiscal 2012 to the 
agency’s Board of Directors on 
Thursday, including a projected 
$72 million budget gap that Inter- 
im General Manager Richard Sarles 
asked local jurisdictions to fill. 

The proposal does not contain 
service cuts or fare increases for 


the fiscal year that begins July 1. 
That is in contrast to the current 
budget, which included the larg- 
est fare increase in Metro’s histo- 
ry: $108 million in fare increases 
to address a $189 million budget 
shortfall. 

“I feel much better about this 
budget,” said Metro Chief Finan- 
cial Officer Carol Kissal said. “It’s 
manageable.” 

Board of Directors Chairman 
Peter Benjamin of Maryland said 
it would be “difficult” for the juris- 
dictions that fund Metro oper- 
ations in Maryland, Virginia 
and the District to come up with

Are We in Jeopardy? 


Game show offers 
a glimpse of what’s 
to come as artificial 
intelligence develops 

Yorktown Heights, N.Y. 

The clue: It’s the size of 10 refriger- 
ators, has access to the equivalent of 
200 million pages of information and 
knows how to answer in the form of 
a question. 

The correct response: “What is the 
computer IBM developed to become a 
‘Jeopardy!’ whiz?” 

Watson, which IBM claims as a 
profound advance in artificial intel- 
ligence, edged out game-show cham- 
pions Ken Jennings and Brad Rutter 
on Thursday in its first public test, a 
short practice round ahead of a mil- 
lion-dollar tournament that will be 
televised next month. 

Later, the human contestants made 
jokes about the “Terminator” movies 
and robots from the future. Indeed, 
four questions into the round you 
had to wonder whether the rise of the 
machines was already upon us — in 
a trivial sense at least. 

Watson tore through a category 
about female archaeologists, repeat- 
edly activating a mechanical button 
before either Ken Jennings or Brad 
Rutter could buzz in, then nailing the 
questions: “What is Jericho?” “What 
is Crete?” 

Its gentle male voice even scored 
a laugh when it said, “Let’s finish 
‘Chicks Dig Me.’” 

Jennings, who won a record 74-con- 
secutive “Jeopardy!” games in 2004-05, 
then salvaged the category, winning 
$1,000 by identifying the prehistoric 
human skeleton Dorothy Garrod found 
in Israel: “What is Neanderthal?” 

He and Rutter, who won a record of 
nearly $3.3 million in prize money, had 
more success on questions about chil- 
dren’s books and the initials “M.C.,” 
though Watson knew about “Har- 
old and the Purple Crayon” and that

it was Maurice Chevalier who sang 
“Thank Heaven for Little Girls” in 
the film “Gigi.” The computer pulled 
in $4,400 in the practice round, com- 
pared with $3,400 for Jennings and 
$1,200 for Rutter. 

Watson is powered by 10 racks of 
IBM servers running the Linux oper- 
ating system. It’s not connected to the 
Internet but has digested encyclope- 
dias, dictionaries, books, news, movie 


scripts and more. 

The system is the result of four years 
of work by IBM researchers around the 
globe, and although it was designed to 
compete on “Jeopardy!” the technol- 
ogy has applications well beyond the 
game, said John Kelly III, IBM direc- 
tor of research. He said the technol- 
ogy could help doctors sift through 
massive amounts of information to 
draw conclusions for patient care, and 


could aid professionals in a wide array 
of other fields. 

The practice round was played on 
a stage at an IBM research center in 
Yorktown Heights, 38 miles north of 
Manhattan and across the country 
from the game show’s home in Culver 
City, Calif. A real contest among the 
three, to be televised Feb. 14-16, will 
be played at IBM on Friday. 

In a question-and-answer ses- 
sion with reporters after the practice 
round, Rutter and Jennings made jok- 
ing reference to the jump in technol- 
ogy Watson represents. “When Wat- 
son’s progeny comes back to kill me 
from the future,” Rutter said, “I have 
my escape route planned just in case.”

The Steelers and Ravens meet 
again Saturday in the second round 
of the playoffs.

“We’re going to get after him 
like we always do,” coach John 
Harbaugh said. “That’s the key 
to stopping him: You’ve got to 
get him down.

The h-foot-S, 241-pound Roeth- 
lisberger looks more like a tight 
end than a quarterback, and he 
would rather run through a tackier 
than slide to a halt.

Capitals Are Missing the Points 


In No. 1 Vancouver, 
Washington finds a 
familiar-looking foe

This season’s version of last 
season’s Washington Capitals 
will visit Verizon Center Friday 
night, sporting Vancouver Canucks 
jerseys and the best 
record in hockey. 
For the Capitals and 
their fans, it may be a 
nostalgic look at what 
once was. 

A year ago today, 
the Caps were 28-12- 
6, with 62 points and a plus-39 
goal differential. The Canucks 
entered last night’s game against 
the Rangers with a 28-8-6 record, 
62 points and a plus-43. 

“They’re a mirror image of 
what we were doing at this time 
last year,” coach Bruce Boudreau 
said. 

But when the Capitals look in 
the mirror this season, they see 
a team that is not scoring goals, 
in droves. 

A year ago today the Capitals 
had 171 goals; today they have 
126. Their differential this year: 
plus-10. 

The lack of scoring, and the

related lack of scoring first, are 
major topics of conversation among 
the Capitals and their increasingly 
worried fans. After all, just seven 
points separate Washington, fifth 
overall in the Eastern Conference, 
from Carolina, which occupies the 
dreaded No. 9 spot. 

What a perfect time to face the 
red-hot Canucks, who were 13-5-3 
on the road this season going into 
last night’s game in New York. 

So what’s the game plan? Mike 
Green — one of a baker’s dozen Caps 
on the ice Thursday for an optional 
practice — knew he was singing an 


old refrain, but sang it an 5 rway. 

“To get a good start and score 
that first goal,” he said with a rueful 
smile. “We’ve been playing well 
defensively, holding [opponents]

to one or two goals a game, but we 
need to come out and have better 
starts and get that goal and hold on 
to that lead. When we’ve done that 
we’ve been very successful.” 

Very true — the Caps are 12-1-4 


this season when scoring the first 
goal and 11-0-4 when leading after 
the first period. It’s getting that 
first goal or that first-period lead 
that’s been so problematic. 

It’s no secret that after last 
season’s ignominious first-round exit 
from the playoffs, the Caps installed 
a new system that emphasizes

defense. It is less drastic than than 
the Redskins’ switch from a 4-3 to 
a 3-4, but the impact on the team 
has been no less disruptive.

Fewer goals in turn means fewer 
first goals, which in turn means the 
Caps are often playing from behind, 
needing more offense fi'om a system 
that emphasizes defense.

How did you get into the 
antiques business? 

I grew up in a Sears home from 
1907, and my parents had it full of 
antiques. My mother would drag 
me to estate sales. 

And now you run estate sales. 
What’s the key to getting 
good stuff at them? 

Just poke around. Try to look at 


everything, and if something 
speaks to you, ask about it. If you 
like something, that’s what real- 
ly matters. 

What’s the key to getting past 
the fact that, at most estate 
sales, you’re picking through a 
just-deceased person’s stuff? 

You have to try to remember that 
estate sales raise capital for the 
family. And remind yourself that 
you’re also bringing these things 
back and honoring that person’s 
memory by using their stuff 

What’s the hottest thing in 
the antiques and collectibles 
world right now? 

Mid-century is really hot. And vin- 
tage clothing has gotten huge. So 
many celebrities are into it that peo- 
ple have been turned on to it. 


You rehab many pieces you 
find. How do you tell whether 
something is worth it? 

If a piece of furniture has termites 
or has had an animal living in it, 
that’s tough. And you have to be 
creative about what you’ll use some- 
thing for and use elbow grease to 
bring something back.

What about buying online?

“It was the Italians who first 
recognized the appeal of ‘correcting’ coffee 
with a shot of liquor — caffe corretto in Italian,” 
says Michael Turback, author of “Coffee Drinks” 
($14.95, Ten Speed Press). “In a culture that takes 
eating very seriously, the stimulating, after- 
dinner spiked coffee provides both an excuse 
to linger longer and an aid to digestion.”

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ness ” For nontraditionalists, PJ. 
Clarke’s also offers twists on the icon- 
ic cocktail, starring Baileys, Kahlua 
and even rye whiskey.

ning wears on, he says, out comes 
the rum. 

Steamed coconut milk and 
spiced rum enhance robust Cuban 
coffee in the restaurant’s decadent 
signature sip, the Cafe Cuba Libre. 
Richer yet, the Mulatta cold des- 
sert cocktail combines espresso, 
cream, Kahlua, Godiva chocolate 
and Cruzan blackstrap rum, gar- 
nished with a Hershey’s kiss. 

Like the drink makers at Cuba 
Libre, home bartenders are wise to 
take cues from the complex flavors 
of coffee. And for the best results, 
baristas say to skip watered-down 
diner sludge and use high-qual- 
ity coffee. It’s essential for the 
java to be able to “hold its own” 
against the liquor, Turback says. 
“Use strong, dark-roast coffee in a 
spiked drink,” he says. “The pro- 
portion should be at least five-to- 
one, coffee-to-liquor.” 

Modern mixologists let caffeine 
fuel their creativity. Jose Andres’ 
team at Cafe Jaleo spikes coffee 
with Torres orange liquor and bran- 
dy. Steve Oshana, bar manager at 
SOYA (1359 H St. NE; 202-397- 
3080), offers a trio of spiked cof- 
fee drinks.

lover adds toffee-infused Armenian 
brandy, cardamom and vanilla bean 
syrup to Turkish coffee for a drink 
he calls Bridge to Ararat.

Surprisingly, making espresso 
bitters is simpler than, well, order- 
ing a drink at Starbucks. Oshana 
says the process can be done two 
ways.

More patient bar- 
tenders can let espresso (or coffee) 
grounds steep in vermouth over- 
night for a more natural infusion. 
Strain the mix using a coffee filter, 
cheesecloth or even a water filter.

Best buds grapple 
with infidelity in the 
muddled ‘Dilemma’ 


Film Review 

Although the Judd Apatow brigade 
appears to have cornered the mar- 
ket on the bromance genre Jonah 
Hill was a mere middle-school- 
er and Paul Rudd was wooing 
Alicia Silverstone in “Clueless” 
when Vince Vaughn began hon- 
ing his craft, assuring Jon Favreau, 
“You’re so money, and you don’t 
even know it.” 

Alas, while Vaughn proves he 
still has the bravado that makes 
him so bewilderingly watchable, 
neither his quick wit nor his chem- 
istry with Kevin James can trans- 
form “The Dilemma” into the gold 
standard of buddy comedies. 

The titular conundrum arises 
when Ronny Valentine (Vaughn) 
discovers his best friend’s wife, 
Geneva (Winona Ryder), canoo- 
dling with Zip, played by Channing 
Tatum, a muscular, tattooed man- 
child. What’s Ronny to do: tell his 
friend Nick or keep mum? 

There’s something potentially 
poignant here. Early in the movie, 
Ronny says of Nick and Geneva, 
“When it comes to being a cou- 
ple, they’re my heroes.” The type 
of disillusionment that follows the

all-too-common “but they seemed 
so happy” is widespread and time- 
ly.

Director Q& A 

To many Americans, Japanese ani- 
mation at first appears inaccessi- 
ble — full of too many in-jokes and 
foreign tropes to be properly appre- 
ciated. 

Mamoru Hoso- 
da’s “Summer 
Wars,” however, 
is a family-friend- 
ly affair with the 
highly crafted 
appeal of a Pixar 
flick. The charac- 
ters inhabit a world much like our 
own, where they frequently make 
use of a slick, shiny social net- 
working site named Oz to com- 
municate, run businesses and even 
operate municipal services. Trou- 


ble strikes when a virus attacks 
Oz and disrupts day-to-day life 
for its users. 

Express caught up with Hoso- 
da in an e-mail interview. 

Did you have to make any 
particular changes to the film to 
make it more understandable or 
appealing for Western audiences? 

No, but I tried to make this film 
easily understandable even for lit- 
tle kids by utilizing visual elements 
instead of lots of verbal explana- 
tions. I think that will help this 
film be understandable for audi- 
ences around the world. 

What inspired the concept of Oz? 

Of course, the biggest influenc- 
es for the concept of the Oz sys- 
tem were other social networking 
services, like Facebook, Twitter, 
and so on. I thought it would be 
great if we had a one big, univer- 
sal networking service that can 
be accessed from an3rwhere in the 


world and can be used for every 
kind of purpose: hobbies, work, 
commerce, gaming, education. 

With such a large-scale project as 
“Summer Wars," were there any 
unexpected difficulties in making 
the film? 

There are nothing but unexpect- 
ed difficulties during production. 
... We had them every day! But 
that’s one of the reasons we make 
animated films; the team likes to 
overcome these difficulties with 
everyone’s efforts. We always took 
these difficulties as stimulating, 
rather than frustrating. 

Do you have any actual concerns 
about the rising power of contem- 
porary social networking sites? 

I don’t deny there are negative 
consequences following the rise 
of social networking sites, but I 
see lots of benefits rather than 
concerns. I personally enjoy life
